Frank Montague Dies 


Frank Henry Montague, one of this 
community’s foremost citizens, died at 
his home on Main Street, Friday 
morning, September 14, after a linger- 
ing illness. He was 73 years old. He 
was born in Northfield, October 25, 
1872, the son of Henry W. and Mary 
E. (Field) Montague. He attended 
the local schools, New Salem Academy 
and Albany Business College. He 
made his home with his.parents at the 
Farms until their dedth, when he built 
the home occupied by himself and wife 
in the center of the town. In 1907 he 
married Maude S. Merriman, who now 
survives. 

Mr. Montague was active in the af- 
fairs of the town and had held several 
public offices. He served as a select- 
man for about 15 years, as tax col- 
lector two years, was a member of the 
finance committee for nine years and 
a member of the library trustees for 
three years. He was a trustee of the 
Crocker Savings Bank of Turners 
Falls for twenty-five years. He was a 
member of Harmony Lodge of Masons 
and the Northfield Chapter, Order of 
the Eastern Star. He was truly hon- 
ored and respected by all and many 
sought his advice and had confidence 
in his judgments. 

The community mourns his loss and 
extends its sympathy to his widow. 
The funeral was held at his home on 
Sunday afternoon following attended 
by many friends and by members of 
Harmony Lodge. Rev. Joseph W. 
Reeves was the officiating clergyman 
and burial was in the family plot in 
the cemetery at Northfield Farms. 


Our School Enrollment 


It will be interesting to our readers 
who follow the activities of our public 
schools to learn that the present en- 
rollment at the beginning of the school 
year is 324. ‘This figure is 17 short 
of the enrollment of last year, which 
was 841. The decrease in the high 
school is one and the elementary scheol 
sixteen. The decrease may be caused 
by the fact that several families have 
recently removed. By grades the en- 
rollment is as follows: Center school, 
grade one, 29; grade two, 28; grade 
three, 86; grade four, 32; grade five, 
37; grade six, 28; grade seven, 34; 
and grade eight, 24. In the High 
school, grade 9, 23; grade 10, 20; grade 
11, 14; and grade 12, 19. 248 pupils 
in Center school and 76.in High. Nine 
boys are attending Vocational school 
in Greenfield. Four boys from the 
eighth grade have entered Mount 
Hermon, three girls from the eighth 
grade and two girls from the High 
school have enrolled in the Northfield 
School for Girls.
